The  Committee  of  Visitors  in  presenting  their 
twenty- second  Annual  Report  have  to  state, 
that  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  1868 
there  were  910  patients  in  the  Asylum ;  and 
that  during  the  year  127  additional  patients 
were  admitted,  making  a  total  of  1037,  Of

these,  22  males  and  25  females  were  discharged 
cured,  9  males  and  5  females  were  discharged 
uncured,  and  37  males  and  21  females  died ; 
leaving  in  the  Asylum  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
918  patients,  of  whom  418  were  males,  and  500 
females. 

Of  those  discharged  cured,  15  were  presented 
with  gratuities  from  the  Benevolent  Bund, 
varying  from  ten  to  thirty  shillings  each. 

Of  the  deaths,  8  occurred  under  circum¬ 
stances  requiring  Coroner’s  inquests.  The  par¬ 
ticulars  of  these  cases  will  be  found  in  the 
annexed  Report  of  the  Chief  Resident  Phy¬ 
sician.

The  average  number  attending  Chapel  was 
370;  and  an  average  of  387  was  in  daily  em¬ 
ployment. 

The  charge  for  each  patient  was  nine  shillings 
per  week  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  same  period  the  several  improve¬ 
ments,  which  are  specially  alluded  to  in  the 
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Report  of  the  Chief  Physician,  were  made  in 
the  Asylum. 

The  Patients  admitted  during  the  year  were, 
as  noticed  in  former  Reports,  chiefly  those 
who  require  more  than  ordinary  care  and  atten¬ 
tion,  and  the  number  of  patients  in  the  Asylum 
of  other  classes,  is  considerably  reduced.  It 
has  consequently  become  necessary  to  further 
increase  the  staff  of  the  Asylum,  and  four  addi¬ 
tional  Attendants  for  the  male  patients  haye 
been  appointed. 

The  Settlements  of  Patients  chargeable  to 
the  County,  continue  to  be  investigated  from 
time  to  time  by  Messrs.  W.  H.  and  M.  Small- 
PEicu,  whose  Report  is  appended. 

The  Committee  observe  with  satisfaction, 
that  the  admission  of  patients  of  this  class  is 
considerably  reduced,  and  there  is  reason  to 
believe  that  the  change  is  to  be  chiefly  attri¬ 
buted  to  the  circumstance,  that  the  County  is 
now  duly  represented  at  every  Petty  Session  at 
which  any  application  is  made,  for  adjudging 
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the  maintenance  of  a  pauper  lunatic  to  be  a 
charge  on  the  County  Hate, 

The  Committee  have  during  the  year,  revised 
the  Regulations  and  Orders  for  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Asylum,  adapting  them  to  the 
Statutes,  the  General  Rules,  and  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Asylum  in  every  department. 

The  Asylum  was  inspected  on  the  22nd  and 
2 4 tli  of  August  last,  bv  two  of  the  Commis- 
sioners  in  Lunacy,  The  following  is  an  extract 
from  their  Report 

6£  Within  the  last  few  months  improvements 
have  been  made  on  the  farm ;  and  observing 
that  some  thirty  acres  of  additional  land, 
“  adjoining  the  Asylum  property,  is  now  for 
ee  sale,  we  trust  that  the  great  advantage  that 
£e  would  result  from  its  purchase,  for  the  use 
cc  of  the  Institution,  will  not  be  lost  sight  of  by 
te  the  Committee.5’ 

The  land  referred  to  formed  part  of  the  estate 
of  the  late  Mr.  M’Kellar.  It  adjoins  the  land 
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of  the  Asylum,  and  contains  about  42  acres, 
which  had  then  been  recently  offered  for  sale 
by  public  auction,  in  four  lots,  and  bought  in 
for  £18,400. 

By  the  formation  of  new  roads,  which  had 
been  decided  on,  much  of  this  land  would  have 
become  eligible  for  buildings,  which,  if  erected, 
would,  from  their  proximity  to,  and  position 
above  the  Asylum,  have  interfered  with  its 
ventilation,  and  greatly  injured,  if  not  entirely 
destroyed  the  privacy  it  had  previously  pos¬ 
sessed,  and  which  is  so  essential  for  such  an 
Establishment. 

By  the  purchase  of  this  land  by  the  County* 
this  privacy  will  be  preserved,  and  the  grounds 
of  the  Asylum  will  obtain  the  additional  advan¬ 
tage  of  having  public  roads  for  their  boundary, 
along  nearly  three-fourths  of  their  extent* 

The  remarks  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy 
were  brought  under  the  notice  of  the  General 
Court  of  Quarter  Session,  held  at  Kingston  on 
the  20th  of  October  last,  when  a  Select  Com- 
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mittee,  consisting  of  fourteen  Magistrates,  was 
appointed  to  consider  the  subject,  and  they  were 
empowered,  if  they  should  think  tit,  to  contract, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Session,  for  the  purchase,  on  behalf  of  the 
County,  of  any  portion  of  the  land  so  recom¬ 
mended  to  be  purchased,  or  the  entirety  thereof, 
for  a  sum  not  exceeding  £12,000.  for  the  whole. 

This  Select  Committee,  after  much  delibera¬ 
tion  and  a  careful  inspection  of  the  land,  entered 
into  a  Contract,  subject  as  above  mentioned, 
for  the  purchase  of  the  whole  of  the  land  for 
the  sum  of  £12,000,  and  this  Contract  was 
fully  approved  by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Session 
held  at  Newington  on  the  5th  of  J  anuary  last, 
when  directions  were  given  that  the  necessary 
steps  should  be  taken  for  the  completion  of  the 
purchase. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  know,  that  in  addition 
to  the  advantages  already  stated  to  be  obtained 
by  the  possession  of  this  land,  the  means  for 
the  occupation  and  amusement  of  the  patients 
will  be  greatly  increased,  and  a  provision  will 
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be  made  for  tlie  possible  increase  of  accommo¬ 
dation  for  patients,  which  may  at  an  early 
period  be  required,  even  witli  the  addition  of 
the  new  Asylum  at  Woking,  in  consequence  of 
the  increase  of  insanity  among  the  labouring 
poor  in  the  Metropolitan  district  of  the  County, 

The  number  of  Patients  for  whom  admission 
into  the  County  Asylum  is  required,  continues 
to  increase,  and  the  number  in  other  Asylums, 
and  in  Licensed  Houses,  on  the  31st  of  Decenn 
ber  last  was  430. 

Por  further  information  respecting  the  man¬ 
agement  of  the  Asylum,  the  treatment  of  the 
patients,  the  Receipts  and  Expenditure  of  the 
Committee,  and  the  Statistics  of  the  Asylum ; 
reference  is  made  as  usual  to  the  Reports  of 
the  Resident  Physician,  the  Chaplain,  and 
others ;  and  to  the  Accounts  and  numerous 
Tables ;  all  of  which  are  appended. 

The  Committee  feel  assured  that  the  Report 
of  the  Chaplain,  the  Rev.  G.  Stanham,  will  be 
read  with  much  interest. 
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The  Committee,  in  conclusion,  have  renewed 
pleasure  in  reporting  their  continued  confidence 
in  the  Officers  of  the  Establishment,  and  espe¬ 
cially  in  Dr,  Biggs,  who  appears  to  have  secured 
to  himself  the  cordial  co-operation  of  his  col¬ 
leagues,  and  of  the  whole  staff,  in  the  medical 
superintendence  and  management  of  the 
Asylum.

The  Surrey  County  Asylum, 
31st  December,  1863. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you 
the  Twenty-second  Annual  Report,  shewing 
the  general  condition  of  the  Patients,  and  the 
state  and  management  of  the  Asylum. 

The  Statistical  Return  is  as  follows » 
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The  aggregate  number  treated  has  been 

1037. 

The  average  number  resident  has  been  915. 

The  admissions  have  been  32  in  excess  of 
those  of  last  year. 


lie-admissions.— Of  the  eight  re-admissions 
of  Patients,  one  had  been  absent  from  the 
Asylum  for  12  years;  one  for  11  years;  one 
for  8  years;  one  for  7  years;  two  for  5 
years ;  and  two  for  less  than  a  year. 

Per  centage  of  liecoveries.— The  recoveries 
are  37  per  cent,  on  the  admissions.  Pive  of 
the  patients  removed  were  so  much  benefited, 
that  their  discharge  would  have  been  shortly 
recommended. 

Per  centage  of  Mortality. — The  mortality  has 
been  5.5  percent,  on  the  total  number  treated; 
6*3  per  cent,  on  the  mean  population. 


The  average  age  at  death  was  52  years.  Of 


those  whose  deaths  are  recorded,  one  patient 
had  reached  the  age  of  86  years,  and  eleven 
others  were  more  than  70  years  of  age;  three 
men  and  three  women  were  admitted  in  1841, 
and  had  been  inmates  of  the  Asylum  upwards 
of  22  years. 

Most  fatal  forms  of  Disease.— Thirty-live 
deaths  (nearly  two-thirds  of  the  gross  mor¬ 
tality)  are  enumerated  under  four  heads  of 
disease;  viz.,  General  Paralysis,  13 ;  Phthisis, 
8 ;  Epilepsy,  7 ;  and  Softening  of  the  Brain 
with  Effusion,  7. 

Table  No.  26  gives  the  Post-mortem  appear¬ 
ances  representing  the  immediate  cause  of 
death. 


Condition  of  Patients  on  admission. — Of  the 
127  patients  admitted  23  have  been  discharged 
cured  and  8  have  died.  Several  were  brought 
to  the  Asylum  in  the  last  stage  of  organic 
disease  ;  in  four  instances  death  occurred  in 
from  3  to  18  days  after  admission.  Of  the 
77  men  admitted,  15  (nearly  one-fifth)  had 
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that  fatal  form  of  disease  known  as  General 
Paralysis,  and  many  others  were  in  a  very 
emaciated  condition. 

Criminal  Patients. —leu  Criminal  Patients 
(six  men  and  four  women)  have  been  admitted, 
making  a  total  of  31  of  this  class  under 
treatment.  One  female  patient  has  been  re¬ 
moved  to  the  State  Asylum  at  Broadmoor. 

Coroner's  Inquests  —Inquests  have  been 
held  upon  five  male  and  three  female  patients. 
In  five  cases  the  cause  of  death  was  Asphyxia 
during  Epileptic  seizure;  in  the  other  cases; 
Phthisis  with  Pleurisy,  Scirrhus,  and  Bron¬ 
chitis  respectively.  In  every  instance  the 
verdict  was  “Natural  death.’ ’ 

No  death  from  Suicide  has  occurred  since 
October,  1859. 

Escapes. — Pour  Male  Patients  have  made 
their  escape.  Two  were  pursued  and  brought 
back  within  one  hour;  one  was  absent  27 
hours ;  and  the  other,  a  lad  aged  1 7  years, 
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who  was  admitted  on  the  19th  inst.,  escaped 
on  Christmas  day,  and  is  still  absent.  With 
one  exception,  no  negligence  could  be  attri¬ 
buted  to  the  attendants. 

Condition  of  the  Patients.— There  are  in  the 
Male  Division  46  cases  of  General  Paralysis. 
In  the  Pemale  Division  there  is  only  one  in¬ 
stance  of  this  disease.  Throughout  the  Asylum 
there  are  \  16  Epileptics.  The  worst  cases  are 
visited,  as  far  as  practicable,  every  half-hour 
during  the  night. 

Very  many  of  the  patients  are  old  and  feeble 
and  require  special  attention,  for  whom  it  lias 
become  necessary,  as  the  best  temporary  ar¬ 
rangement,  to  convert  Ward  No.  5  into  a  Sup¬ 
plementary  Infirmary.  Many  others,  from 
the  Metropolitan  Districts  especially,  are  noisy 
and  refractory,  and  several  of  the  Criminal 
Class  are  violent  and  dangerous. 

The  general  health  of  the  Inmates  has  been 
good,  and  the  rate  of  mortality  low.  There  are, 
this  day  under  special  medical  treatment  47 
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males  and  8  females,  of  whom  18  males  and 
2  females  are  confined  to  their  beds. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  disease. 

Chronic  Lunatics.—  There  are  many  Chronic 
Lunatics  in  the  Asylum,  and  their  conduct 
often  shows  the  necessity  for  Asylum  manage¬ 
ment.  The  number  of  such  wTio  could  be 
removed  to  Workhouses  is  very  small.  The 
removal  of  tranquil  patients  would  diminish 
the  crowding  of  beds  in  associated  dormitories, 
but  the  substitution  of  noisy  and  refractory 
persons  is  impracticable. 

One  of  the  re-admitted  patients  is  a  man* 
who,  said  to  be  “  quiet  and  harmless,”  was 
removed  to  a  Union  workhouse  in  1858. 

Leave  of  Absence  to  Patients.  —  Several 
patients,  under  special  circumstances,  have 
been  permitted  to  visit  their  relatives,  and 
the  expenses  have  been  defrayed  from  the 
Benevolent  Bund. 

Occupation.— The  occupation  of  the  patients 
has  been  principally  domestic.  About  40  men 
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are  habitually  employed  in  the  garden  and 
farm,  and  20  more  work  at  various  trades. 

The  Chapel  and  Ward  Services,  and  the 
Heading  Classes  have  been  conducted  as  usual 

bv  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stanham.

Amusements . — -The  recreations  have  been 
somewhat  multiplied,  and  patients  are  stimu¬ 
lated  to  employment,  by  occasional  extra 
amusements  and  indulgences. 

A  Brass  Band  is  being  organised  under  the 
management  of  Mr.  Grabham. 

Officers. — *  The  only  change  in  the  staff  of 
officers  has  resulted  from  the  election  of  Mr.  G. 
W.  Grabham,  to  be  Senior  Assistant  Medical 
Officer,  in  the  place  of  Mr.  William  Orange, 
appointed  to  be  Deputy  Medical  Superintendent 
of  the  Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Broadmoor. 

Mr.  Grabham  commenced  duty  on  the  18th 
of  Debruary. 

Attendants.— Amongst  the  Attendants  in 
the  Male  Division  several  changes  have  been 
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required.  There  has  been  great  difficulty  in 
obtaining  the  services  of  eligible  persons  for 
such  responsible  duty.  The  proportion  is  now 
1  to  13,5  patients. 

Of  the  Attendants  in  the  Pemale  Division,  I 
am  glad  to  report  generally  in  terms  of  com¬ 
mendation. 

The  Night  Attendants,  two  in  each  Division, 
do  their  duty  to  my  entire  satisfaction. 

State  of  the  Asylum— The  only  important 
structural  alteration  in  the  Building  has  been 
the  substitution  of  hoarded  floors  for  those  of 
slate  and  asphalte.  This  great  improvement  has 
been  effected  in  the  Day  Booms  and  Galleries 
of  Wards  1,  2,  and  3,  and  in  the  Galleries  of 
Wards  7  and  8  in  the  Eemale  Division.  Also 
in  the  Galleries  of  Wards  1,  6,  and  7  in  the 
Male  Division. 

The  opportunity  has  been  taken  to  improve 
the  Ventilation  of  these  Wards. 

Hand  rails  are  being  placed  on  the  Staircases. 

Additional  Daily  Newspapers  have  been  sup- 
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plied  to  the  Patients.  Books  from  the  Asylum 
Library  and  Serials  are  distributed  by  the 
Chaplain.  These  Publications  include  numerous 
works  of  amusement  and  general  interest. 

Prints  (which  have  been  presented  to  the 
Asylum)  together  with  articles  of  domestic  use, 
have  been  placed  in  the  Wards. 

Presh  water  Aquaria  have  been  constructed 
and  presented  by  Mr.  Grabham. 

I  have  very  much  pleasure  in  acknowledging 
the  hearty  co-operation  of  my  colleagues,  Mr. 
Grab  ham  and  Mr.  Jackson  ;  as  also  of  Mr. 
Bril  gland,  and  the  other  Officers  of  the 
Asylum. 

I  respectfully  and  earnestly  thank  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Visitors  for  their  constant  support 
and  encouragement.

Gentlemen, 

It  is  again  my  privilege  to  have  the 
honor  of  reporting  to  you  favourably  of  the 
religious  condition  of  the  patients  in  the 
Asylum. 

Nearly  three  years  have  now  elapsed  since  I 
commenced  my  duties  as  Chaplain  to  your

valuable  Institution.  It  is  most  encouraging 
to  myself,  and  will,  doubtless,  be  most  gratify¬ 
ing  to  you  to  be  assured,  that  the  beneficial 
effects  of  the  regular  ministrations  of  the 
Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  are  manifestly 
seen  in  the  improved  Christian  temper  and 
spirit  that,  for  the  most  part,  pervades  those 
patients,  who  are  constant  attendants  on  the 
various  means  of  Grace. 

The  fact  of  being  able  to  recognise  the  same 
blessed  results  amongst  the  inmates  of  the 
Asylum,  as  we  obtain  in  our  parishes,  from 
those  regularly  attending  on  the  services  of  our 
Church,  demonstrates  that  the  Gospel  is  still 
the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  for  all  people, 
however  afflicted. 

It  has  often  been  my  privilege,  in  visiting 
the  sick  and  dying  patient,  to  find  that  the 
precious  truths  of  God’s  Word  were  understood 
and  appreciated,  when,  apparently,  the  mind 
was  dark  to  everything  else.  Every  successive 
day  of  my  labours  amongst  the  members  of 
mv  charge,  convinces  me  that  the  belief  of  the 
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truths  of  Scripture  has  a  most  beneficial  and 
curative  effect  upon  their  minds ;  and  I  cannot 
but  feel  convinced  that  hundreds  of  persons 
who  now  are  insane,  wrould  never  have  become 
so,  had  they  been  able  to  enjoy  the  consolations 
of  religion  in  the  various  trials  and  tempta¬ 
tions  of  life. 

As  illustrative  of  the  foregoing  remarks,  I 
think  it  may  be  well  to  allude  to  certain  general 
and  particular  facts  concerning  the  patients, 
selected  from  many  similar  gratifying  results 
that  have  come  under  my  own  observation. 

Many  patients  evidently  have  an  increasing 
love  for  their  Bibles,  and  afford  proof  by  their 
conduct  that  they  are  under  the  influence  of 
true  religion.  There  is  a  ready  willingness  on 
their  part  to  listen  to  the  Gospel,  and  a  gradual 
growth  in  grace  indicated  by  their  more 
thorough  appreciation  of  its  truths.  This  fact 
has  been  most  strikingly  brought  home  to  me 
in  the  working  of  my  Beading  Classes.  It  has 
been  my  custom  to  vary  the  subjects  selected 
for  the  patients’  instruction  and  amusement. 


From  the  remarks  made  by  them,  I  find  that 
those  readings  were  most  liked  in  which  the 
more  decided  views  of  Gospel  truth  had  been 
set  forth. 

The  religious  services  in  the  Chapel,  in  the 
wards,  and  at  their  sick  beds,  are  a  daily  source 
of  encouragement  to  me,  from  the  comfort  and 
consolation  they  are  the  means  of  affording, 
under  God’s  blessing,  to  those  participating  in 
them. 

I  have  also  been  permitted  to  notice  a  grow¬ 
ing  respect  and  affection  shown  by  the  patients 
towards  myself  as  their  Pastor.  My  visits  to 
them  are  invariably  received  with  pleasure  and 
gratitude,  and  they  have  evinced  feelings  of 
true  sympathy  towards  myself  and  family  in 
a  late  bereavement. 

The  following  particular  cases  may  be  se¬ 
lected  from  mv  Journal,  as  further  evidences  of 
the  success  of  the  efforts  made  for  the  real 
welfare  of  the  patients. 

A  poor  man  who  died  in  April  last,  and  who 
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was,  at  all  times,  most  grateful  for  my  visits  to 
liim,  a  short  time  before  his  death,  after  I  had 
been  praying  with  him,  said  to  me — 'c  You  are 
very  kind  Sir,  I  do  love  you  so  !  ”  And  then, 
when  I  exhorted  him  to  cling  to  his  Saviour, 
he  said' — <fi  O  yes,  I  know  it  is  only  Jesus  who 
can  save  me.” 

Another  aged  man,  a  Communicant,  and 
who  is  still  a  regular  attendant  on  the  religious 
services,  a  short  time  since  gave  to  me  the  fob 
lowing  written  statement  : — 

Rev.  Dear  Sir, 

“  I,  - — - ,  having  of  late  received  so  many 

mercies,  temporal  and  spiritual,  from  an  All-wise  Provi¬ 
dence,  you  will  greatly  oblige  a  sinner  by  your  coin¬ 
cidence  in  uniting  with  him  at  the  Throne  of  Grace, 
praying  pardon  for  the  past,  and  also  faith  for  the  future, 
humbly  saying — “Not  my  will,  but  Thine  be  done.” 

In  December  last,  a  male  patient  died,  who 
had  been  in  the  Asylum  upwards  of  twenty- 
two  years.  Previous  to  his  sickness,  some 
months  before  his  death,  he  began  to  take  an 
interest  in  the  books  I  lent  to  him.  Prom  the 
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time  his  last  illness  commenced,  lie  would  listen 
to  my  exhortations  and  prayers  on  behalf  of 
the  other  sick  patients  in  the  Infirmary.  After¬ 
wards,  when  he  also  was  obliged  to  take  to  his 
bed,  and  religion  was  brought  before  him  per¬ 
sonally,  although  he  would  argue  and  reject 
the  Gospel,  as  applicable  to  himself,  yet  he  cer¬ 
tainly  found  comfort  from  my  ministrations. 
During  the  last  ten  days  of  his  life  I  was  very 
often  with  him,  and  I  have  the  satisfaction  of 
believing  that  before  his  ueath  he  had  a  good 
hope  of  eternal  life,  through  realizing  Jesus 
Christ  as  his  Saviour. 

Amongst  other  interesting  cases  of  female 
patients,  I  would  mention  three  who  have  been 
recently  released  from  their  sufferings  by 
death 

One  who  entered  the  Asylum  nearly  nineteen 
years  ago,  always  from  my  first  seeing  her, 
received  my  visits  with  humble  thankfulness. 
She  would  generally  express  herself  unworthy 
of  the  time  and  attention  I  devoted  to  her,  but 
still  gratefully  accepted  the  means  thus  used 
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for  lier  comfort,  and  tins  especially  was  the  case 
during  her  last  illness.  She,  with  one  of  the 
other  patients  alluded  to  were  permitted  to  par¬ 
take  of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Supper,  in 
the  Infirmary,  a  short  time  previous  to  their 
death.  Both  of  them  were  very  thankful  for 
the  means  of  grace  afforded  them,  and  I  believe 
they  were  prepared  for  their  great  change.  The 
other  patient,  who  although  very  much  lost  in 
mind,  was,  notwithstanding,  quite  able  to  enjoy 
the  comforts  of  religion,  and  appeared  to  under¬ 
stand  the  portions  of  Scripture  brought  before 
her,  and  to  join  with  me  in  prayer.  She  always 
greeted  me  with  a  sweet  smile,  and  seemed  to 
have  joy  and  peace  in  believing  and  in  trusting 
to  her  Saviour. 

Amongst  those  patients  discharged  as  cured, 
I  would  allude  to  one,  who  thus  spoke  to  me 
of  her  restoration  to  sanity  “  It  was  you 
coming  to  me,  Sir,  and  praying  with  me,  that 
brought  peace,  comfort,  and  hope  back  to  me* 
and  now  I  am  the  happiest  of  women.  Before 
you  came,  I  wras  always  desponding,  despairing, 
and  miserable.  But  you  led  me  to  Jesus 
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Christ,  and  I  daily  found  my  mind  stronger 
and  happier.”  I  have  seen  this  person  several 
times  since  she  left  the  Asylum,  and  her 
voluntary  testimony  has  been  always  the  same, 
and  she  has  each  time  looked  the  picture  of 
health  and  happiness. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  state  that  my  various 
duties  have  been  attended  to  as  usual  through¬ 
out  the  past  year. 

The  increased  supply  of  daily  newspapers 
which  you  have  so  considerately  granted  for 
the  use  of  the  patients  is  much  valued  by  them, 
and  in  general  I  think  that  the  perusal  of  them 
has  a  beneficial  effect. 

It  is  with  much  thankfulness  that  I  acknow- 
ledge  that  there  is  shewn  by  all  in  the  Estab¬ 
lishment  one  spirit  of  laudable  effort  to  promote 
the  welfare  and  happiness  of  the  patients,  and 
that  in  consequence  the  success  of  my  own 
work  is  materially  helped  forward.  In  this 
respect  my  thanks  are  especially  due  to  the 
Medical  Officers,  Mr.  Bridgiand,  the  Matron, 
and  Sub-Matron. 


I  desire  also  to  express  my  gratitude  for  your 
own  kind  support  and  confidence,  and  I  trust 
at  all  times  to  enjoy  the  same. 

With  my  earnest  prayer  for  the  Lord’s  bless¬ 
ing  to  rest  upon  our  united  endeavours  for 
carrying  out  the  noble  objects  of  the  Asylum.

Dear  Sir, 

We  beg  to  inform  you,  for  the  informa¬ 
tion  of  the  Committee  of  the  Visiting  Justices 
of  the  County  Lunatic  Asylum,  that  we  have, 
since  our  Report  of  the  19th  Eebruary  last, 
made  enquiries  into  the  settlements  of  sundry 
persons  confined  as  Criminal  and  Pauper 
Lunatics,  at  the  expense  of  the  County,  in  the 
County  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  have  much 
pleasure  in  being  able  to  state  that  Orders  of 
Adjudication  have  been  made  in  the  four  under¬ 
mentioned  cases,  viz. 

Mary  Woods  alias  Woodin,  a  Pauper  Lunatid. 

James  Brown  .  .  .a  Pauper  Lunatic. 

Daniel  Dackombe  *  *  a  Criminal  Lunatic,  and 

John  Gale  *  *  .a  Criminal  Lunatic* 
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No  appeals  have  been  made  from  the  Orders 
made  in  the  above-mentioned  cases,  and  conse¬ 
quently  the  County  is  relieved  from  the  expense 
of  their  maintenance. 

In  the  case  of  Mary  Woods  alias  Woodin,  an 
order  was  made  upon  the  Parish  of  Stoke 
Goldington,  in  the  Newport  Pagnell  Poor 
Law  Union,  in  the  County  of  Bucks. 

In  the  case  of  James  Brown,  an  Order  was 
made  upon  the  Parish  of  East  Bereham,  in  the 
Mitford  and  Launditch  Poor  Law  Union,  in 
the  County  of  Norfolk. 

In  the  case  of  Daniel  Dackombe  an  order 
was  made  upon  the  Parish  of  St.  Mary  New¬ 
ington,  in  this  County  ;  and  in  the  case  of  John 
Gale,  an  Order  was  made  upon  the  Parish 
of  Lambeth,  in  this  County. 

An  Order  was  also  made  upon  the  said  Parish 
of  St.  Mary  Newington,  adjudicating  the  settle¬ 
ment  there  of  another  Eemale  Pauper  Lunatic 
named  Sarah  Beaumont,  but  which  it  was 
deemed  prudent  subsequently  to  abandon.  We 
think  it  however,  not  improbable  that  we  may

be  able  to  obtain  an  order  adjudicating  her  set¬ 
tlement  in  another  Parish. 

We  need  hardly  state  that  the  investigation 
of  the  settlement  of  Lunatic  persons  is  in  some 
cases  attended  with  difficulty,  and  does  not  lead 
to  the  wished-for  results  in  all  cases,  as  we 
have  experienced  during  the  present  year  in  the 
cases  of  some  Lunatics  whose  settlements  we 
have  endeavoured  to  ascertain,  but  failed  to 
obtain  sufficient  reliable  evidence  for  the  pur¬ 
pose. 

We  have  lately  made  another  examination 
of  some  of  the  Patients  in  the  County  Asylum, 
and  are  now  engaged  in  the  investigation  of 
some  of  the  cases,  and  shall  shortly  be  in  a 
position  to  obtain  orders  of  adjudication  in 
several  cases,  on  Parishes  wherein  we  believe 
we  have  reliable  evidence  that  the  Lunatics  are 
legally  settled.
